ments for renewal of the tax 
in. one of the most impressive 
emonstrations of civic unity on 
a public issue presented to the 
Legislature. 

* Warning that loss of this 
revenue would bring about the 
city’s “greatest disaster,” pro- 
pohents depicted St. Louis as a 
‘ty at the crossroads.” St. 
Louis, they said, must continue 
to receive sufficient operating 
funds to progress, prosper and 
“win the battles against munici- 
pal .bankruptcy and decay.”

NEW YORK, March 9 (AP)— 
A $77-a-week public works em- 
ploye, who lived in a 60-cent 
hotel room, was disclosed yester- 
day to have left an estate of 
$125,000. The size of the estate 
left by Clarence A. Robinson, 63

There was no formal declara- 
tion of principle, but both sides 
agreed to further talks “draw- 
ing inspiration from the general 
lines of the proposition defining 
the European status of the Saar” 
drafted for the Council of Eu- 
rope by Dutch Deputy M. van 
der Goes van Naters.

‘’ Persons who attended a Com- 
munist school here in 1947 
were asked to take a pledge to

killing,” a witness in the trial 
of five Communists charged with 
conspiring to overthrow the 
Government by force testified 
today. 

The testimony was given by 
the. Rev. Obadiah Jones, Negro, 
pastor of Mount Tabor Baptist 
Church, who said he joined the 
Communist party in 1946 at the 


_request of the FBI. 


An instructor told those in the 
school that 62 families governed 


the United States, including the 
Rockefellers, Fords, DuPonts 
and Morgans, and charged that 
these families “lived sumptuous- 
ly off the exploitation of the 
workers, whom they do not want 
to have a fair living,” the wit- 
ness said. 
Prediction of Bloodshed. 

He told a jury in United States 
Judge Roy W. Harper's court 
thet an instructor in,the Com- 
munist school: stated the “im- 
perialistic capitalist society might 
also die in bloodshed; as pre- 
yious societies had done.” 

. Jones said he asked: “Would 
the imperialistic capitalists try 
to defend themselves?” 

..In reply, he said, the in- 
astructor stated: “They will, but 
other Communist nations will 
surround them and come to the 
defense of the Communists in 
the United States.” 

Jones, employed as a Post- 
Dispatch elevator operator, iden- 
tified literature distributed to 
students in the schools which ad- 
vocated pitting religious and 


racial groups against each other | 
as a means to help the Commu- | 


nists in their fight against the 
“capitalists.” 

The witness identified two de- 
fendants, Robert Manewitz and 
Marcus A. Murphy, Negro, as in- 
structors in Communist schools 
she attended. 

» On ont occasion, Manewitz 
pounded the table and said “the 
capitalist society must go,” Jones 
testified. He also quoted Mane- 
witz as saying: “The big boys in 
Wall street will cause a depres- 


sion and they, the capitalists,: 


“Will survive.” 
Five Historical Periods. 

In the school, Manewitz taught 

‘there had been five successive 
‘historical periods, which he 
called “slavery,” “feudalism,”

World Building by Joseph Pulitzer in 
1910 to Be Rededicated Next Month.

NEW YORK, March 9—The 
celebrated stained-glass “Liberty 
Window,” installed in the old 
New York World building in 
1910 by the late Joseph Pulitzer 
to commemorate placement of 
the Statue of Liberty in New 
York harbor, was turned over to 
the Pulitzer Graduate School of 
Journalism, Columbia Univer- 
sity, by New York City today. 


| It was through the efforts of | 


‘the late Mr. Pulitzer, founder 
of the New York World and the 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch, that the 
| Statue of Liberty was erected 
on Bedloe’s island, a welcoming 
symbol to immigrants. The Co- 
‘lumbia University journalism 
school was established in 1912 
| by a grant from his will. 

As a tribute to the late pub- 
| lisher, the famous window will 
be placed in a room on the third 
/ floor of the journaiism building, 
christened the “Statue of Liber- 
ity room,” next month. It will 
be formally “re-dedicated” with 
Suitable ceremonies as part of 
the current bicentennial celebra- 
tion of Columbia University. 


Mayor Wagner te Speak. 

Mayor Robert F. Wagner will 
be the principal speaker at the 
installation exercises. Joseph 
Pulitzer, editor of the Post-Dis- 
patch and son of the founder, 
was expected to attend the cere- 
_monies, Columbia University 
| spokesmen said. 


In its new setting, the window, 
which is 9 by 10 feet, will be 
specially illuminated so that its 
colors, with the figure of the 
Statue .of Liberty casting light 
from the torch on both hemi- 
spheres, will be prominently dis- 
played. 

Only the crusading zeal of the 
late Mr. Pulitzer led to erection 
of the statue, a gift from France. 

When Government funds were 
not forthcoming to build a ped- 
estal for it, his crusade in the 
World for “a dollar upwards” 
led to contributions also of pen- 
nies and dimes totaling about 
$100,000, to complete a $250,000 
fund. 
| The pedestal was built in 
1886, the statue erected shortly 
thereafter. Meanwhile, Mr. 
'Pulitzer had adepted the figure

CAIRO, March 9 (AP)—Maj. 
Gen. Mohammed Naguib had all 
his old jobs back today in 
Egypt’s military government. 
The man who deposed him 12 
days ago, Lt. Col. Gamal Abdel 
Nasser, stepped back to the vice 
premiership he held originally. 

Guidance Minister Salah Sa- 
lem tensely announced Naguib’s 
reinstatement as Premier and 
chairman of the ruling Revolu- 
tionary Council. Naguib already 
had been restored to the presi- 
dency after being ousted from 
all three posts and placed un- 
der guard at home Feb. 25 on 
charges he sought to become a 
“dictator.” 

Salem said the incidents of 
Naguib’s ouster were erased at a 
joint meeting of the Revolution- 
ary Council and the civilian cab- 
inet late last night as though 
they had been nothing more 
than “a passing cloud.”

Spotts said the steps now in 
place are made of concrete 
which did not come into gen- 
eral use until about 1900 and, 
therefore, are not part of the 
original structure which was 
built 1839 to 1862. The original 
steps probably were of lime- 
stone, he said.

HAT lies beneath the surface of this busy, hardworking 
Germany is anyone’s guess. Doggedly intent on the job at 
hand, moving as though with a reflex conditioning to keep 
them at it in field and workshop, the German people seem bent 
on wiping out the past. Yet even passing through on the brief- 


est sort of survey one can find 


old attitudes, old fears and sus- 


picions evoked by the memories of past grandeur and past 
defeat beneath the surface which is in part carefully calculated 
to impress the American observer. 


The old demons that set the 
German spirit on the path of 
flame and blood can be dis- 
cerned again. ~ 

A most significant touchstone 
in Germany is Senator McCar- 
thy, who has become for all of 
Europe the chief apparition on 
the western horizon. This re- 
porter talked to a number of 
Germans as well as to many 
foreign observers, in an effort 
to find out the reaction to re- 
ports of McCarthy and McCar- 
thyism which fill so many col- 
umns of the German news- 
papers, 

Two strikingly different reac- 
tions come to light at.once: The 
first is that of those genuinely 
concerned with ing Germany 
become part of aainified Europe. 
They realize that America must 
share in this undertaking and 
at least help ta underwrite it. 
They are fearful that McCarthy 
will so divide America as to 
bring about a reversion to the 
old isolationism. 

This attitude is found particu- 
larly among young people, many 
of whom are working actively to 
further international co-opera- 
tion. They are fearful, too, that 
the ideal of democracy will be 
so degraded by demagogic tac- 
tics as to encourage the forces 
within their own country look- 
ing once again to an authori- 
tarian way. These neo-Nazis are 
believed to be comparatively 
small in numbers and confined 
thus far to the extremist fringe. 

Self-Justification. 

The second reaction is that of 
Germans who are rather happy 
to see the United States suffer- 
ing from the embarrassment of 
one who flouts the rules of law 
and order in a constant sucees- 
sion of sensational headlines. 
This attitude grows partly. out 
of a thinly concealed resentment 
of the occupation and the re- 
straints it imposed on a de- 
feated people. Implicit in this 
attitude is a justification of the 
German acceptance of Hitler. 

“You blamed us,” it is said, 
“for Hitler and his crimes, yet 
now your government seems un- 
able to resist Senator McCarthy. 
You can begin to understand 
how it was with us. 

“One can hear Germans refer 
fairly frequently to McCarthy 
as a “second Hitler.” American 
officials who are asked by Ger- 
mans about McCarthy ipvariably 
reply that he is a passing phe- 
nomenon of no importance. 

At one time the Germans may 


have accepted this official line, 


but events of recent weeks have 
made it clear both to those who 
rather welcome the phenomenon 
and those who fear it that he is 
more than a momentary nui-| 
sance. 
Took Germans’ ‘Side. 

Some Germans have not for- 
gotten the way in which McCar- 
thy’s name first became known 
here. That was when, using the 
same tactics he later applied to 
the Communist , he insti- 
gated a Senate investigation into 
the treatment of Germans im- 
prisoned for shooting down dis- 
armed American soldiers at the 
time of the Battle of the Bulge. 
Injecting himself.into the in- 


quiry, McCarthy did oven 
he could to make it seem that 
Americans had mistreated and 
even tortured German pr

HE most significant political fact on the ‘horizon today is 


that, despite Gen. Eisenhower's massive victory less than two 


years ago and despite the evidence of his continuing per- 


sonal popularity in the country, there is no depression in the 


ranks of the Democratic party, 


For several days now I have 
been talking with Democratic 
leaders of all hues—from Adlai 
Stevenson, Averill Harriman and 
former Senator William Benton 
to Southern conservatives such 
as Senators Richard Russell, 
Lyndon Johnson and Spessard 
Holland—and it is clear that 
they are genuinely convinced 
that their party is more united, 
more vigorous, more buoyant 
than at any time since the flush 
of victory in the early years of 
the Roosevelt New Deal. 


The party rifts created during 
the latter years of the Truman 
Administration and the lacera- 
tions of the 1952 campaign are 
disappearing. 

Most correspondents who cov- 
ered the 12-state southern Demo- 
cratic rally, one of a series de- 
signed to raise the funds and the 
hopes of the party organization, 
are persuaded that the Demo- 
cratic leaders were not talking 
just to boost their own spirits or 
to hear their own words. Most 
of their more confident remarks 
were made in private. 


Correspondents’ Conclusions. 


Their most interesting conclu- 
sions are these: 

1. Frankly, the most experi- 
enced and influential Democratic 
politicians are not afraid of 
Senator Joseph R. McCarthy as 
a power in the coming congres- 
sional campaign. They believe 
that feuds and divisions which 
he is stirring within Republican 
party ranks will do the Republi- 
cans more harm with the voters 
than his ability to turn the Com- 
munist issue against the Demo- 
crats. 

2. There will be very few and 
relatively inconsequential anti- 
Truman, pro-Truman, South-ver- 
sus- North, conservative-versus- 
left wing breaches in Democratic 
ranks to weaken the party's 
unity and force in the 1954 elec- 
tions.

ation which borders on the po- 
litically gleeful. Apart from 
Stevenson, who sees “McC 
ism” as a national menace which 
must be fought by Democrats 
as well as Republicans — the 
other party leaders, particularly 
the most powerful ne 
Senators see McCarthy as 
much greater political ‘ability 
to the Republicans than to them.

Off to a Good Start! 


After having promised to get the St. Louis 
earnings tax extension bill to the floor of the 
State Senate within the week, the Ways and 
Means Committee, under the chairmanship of 
Democratic State Senator Quinn of Maywood, 
reported it favorably within the day. The vote 
was 6 to 2. It came after the case for the legis- 
lation had been made once again by Mayor 
Tucker and a St, Louis delegation which includ- 
ed a number of Republican leaders. 

This is a happy omen for the city. It sets an 
example for the State Senate as a whole. That 
body, it is to be hoped, will indorse its commit- 
tee’s decision with all possible promptness. And 
it is to be hoped that the lower chamber will 
act In the same manner. 

There is nothing new about this permissive 
legislation to warrant long study by a commit- 
tee or prolonged floor debate, Proponents and 
opponents can only repeat themselves. Inciden- 
tally, that is why it is encouraging that the pend- 
ing bill would confer this taxing power on the 
city permanently. This would avoid a go-around 
like the current one every two years. Neither 
the Legislature nor the City Administration 
should be under the necessity of giving it so 
much time so often. Both have other work to do. 

Mayor Tucker again explained that lapse of 
the tax on April 1 would cut the city’s income 
by a round $8,000,000 a year—a loss which would 
impair the financial stability of St. Louis and 
force painful retrenchments in many municipal 
services. Since non-residents working within the 
city limits also depend on these services, we 
trust State Senator Hartwell G. Crain of St. 
Louis county will think twice before introducing 
any limiting amendment, 

Opposition now could be based only on minor 
aspects of the legislation or on a partisan desire 
to pervert the issue—to make the Democrats 
look like tax collectors and the Republicans like 
tax killers in an election year. Enough respected 
Republicans like former Mayor Kaufmann, how- 
ever, have spoken out in favor of the tax to 
make it clear that such tactics are irresponsible 
and reckless, 

At a time when there is widespread criticism 
of state legislatures and much talk of re-shaping 
them, Missouri’s lawmakers face a real test on 
the earnings tax. By failing in a plain obligation, 
they might build up a blacker cloud over them- 
selves—and the legislative body whose reputa- 
tion they are shaping—than any pall they might 


. spread over St. Louis. 


We prefer to believe that in spite of some 
poorly calculated politicking, the Missouri Leg- 
islature will do its duty. 
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Santa at the Door 

The Moreland Act Commission hearings in 
New York are destroying the old folk belief that 
whenever there was a good thing going it was 
bound to be Democrats who got in on it. 

The Moreland Act Commission is investigat- 
ing the great harness racing boom in New York 
State. Harness racing, most indubitably, has 
been a good thing. And it appears that most of 
the people who got in on it were Republicans 
of high party standing—many of them close 
friends, advisers and supporters of Gov. Thomas 
E. Dewey. 

J. Russell Sprague, Republican leader of Nas- 
sau County and long a political intimate of the 
Governor, was among the gravy-train riders, and 
so were members of his family. Secretary of 
State Thomas J. Currah, Republican leader of 
New York county, got a $10,000 fee just for in 
troducing one man to another.

The Republicans, just like Democrats caught 
in similar enterprises, are shocked to think that 
their behavior is questioned. Why, says Mr. 
Stephens, owning racetrack stock “is just like 
owning ‘stock in banks, railroads, or public 
utilities.” 

Or to put it in the words of 
The New York Times: “Santa Claus kept knock- 
ing at the door, and it was sometimes impossible 
to drive him away; at other times he couldn't be 
fought off until it was apparent that official in- 
quiry in earnest was to be made.”

Adams was called before the Kefauver Crime 
Investigating Committee. He testified in the be- 
lief that the Federal Immunity Act protected 
him against effective relay of this evidence to 
Maryland prosecuting officials, just as the fed- 
eral act protected him against federal prosecu- 
tion on the same evidence. Yet he was indicted 
under Maryland’s lottery law, found guilty and 
sentenced to prison for seven years and fined 
$2000 


The Federal Immunity Act expressly forbids: 


the use of evidence presented in congressional 
hearings “in any criminal proceeding in any 


court.” As Justice Black says for the Supreme 


Court “language could be no plainer.” He then 
goes on to show. that if an unintended exception 
were made for state courts, the federal law 
woufd be “a trap for the unwary.” 

Justice Black must have taken satisfaction in 


the support of all other Justices. Less than a 


month ago, he argued with only Justice Douglas 
A i. 


concurring, that the Federal Government in ef- 
fect became party to an entrapment when Pat- 
rick E. Irvine was permitted to buy a Federal 
gambling stamp, thug in effect to give testimony 
against himself in a California gambling prose- 
cution, 

It is no defense of professional gamblers and 
their corrupting rackets to say that even they 
are entitled to their rights as citizens. If the 
purpose of congressional committees is to in- 
duce witnesses to provide information, members 
of the Senate and House should welcome the 
unanimous decision in the William Adams case. 
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Check Those Callouses 

One of the guides for present United States 
immigration policy is that aliens must be care- 
fully screened, investigated and documented 
against subversion. Yet the Congress which pro- 
vided these cautious arrangements contradicted 
all of them in passing the Mexican migrant 
workers bill. 

Senator Lehman of New York was quick to 
point this out. A champion of less restrictive 
alien policy in general, Mr, Lehman observed 
that the long Mexican border already is almost 
wide open. The migrant bill, which would per- 


' mit ouf ranchers and farmers to recruit Mexican 


workers without Mexico’s consent, would fur- 
ther “de-control” the Rio Grande frontier. 

Moreover, Senator Lehman asserted, some 100 
subversives are entering this country from Mex- 
ico every day. 

Senator Daniel of Texas, a sturdy champion 
of Mexican workers for American employers, 
charged that the Lehman figure on subversives 
was just something “somebody picked up.” Actu- 
ally the figure came from official testimony of 
the acting Immigration Commissioner, Benja- 
min Habberton. . 

Hence we have a fine contrast. Under the Mc- 
Cerran Immigration Act and the new special 
refugee law, immigrants in general and refugees 
from Communism must pass all kinds of security 
checks and arm themselves with a load of docu- 
ments to get into this country. Under the migrant 
workers bill, about all a Mexican has to do to 
get in is to show up at the border, suitably at- 
tired and calloused for hard labor. 

Among the 42 Republican Senators who voted 
for this convenient arrangement were the most 
fearless fighters of subversion, including Sena- 
tors McCarthy of Wisconsin, Mundt of South 
Dakota and Jenner of Indiana. Only one Re- 
publican thought for himself enough to vote 
against this bad bill—Cooper of Kentucky. We 
salute him for his sound sense and independence. 

At any rate the migrant bill should prove to 
the world that Congress is not always fearfully 
timid about aliens—not if they are poor, Mexi- 
ican and useful as cheap labor. And if any sub- 
versives are hidden under those sombreros, well 
—perish: the thought. 
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Polluted Water 

There is little cause for pride on the part of 
Missourians in the United States Public Health 
Service’s report on water pollution in the 10 Mis- 
souri Basin states. Missouri and Nebraska are 
singled out as states which “have virtually no 
legislative provisions for control and abatement 
of pollution,” 

This state is witnessing a distressing example, 
in its sister state of Illinois, of the ill effects 
that can come from stream pollution. Communi- 
ties are having to haul in water and fish by the 
tom have been killed as a result of industrial 
eontamination of the Kaskaskia river. 

The health of our people depends on ade- 
quate laws, adequately enforced, against water 
pollution. So does our industrial future, now 
that industries require such large quantities of 


~ usable water. Missouri, like Illinois, has a con- 


siderable water-pollution problem. The Missouri 
Legislature ought to provide the law and the 
agency to clean it up. 
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The City’s Victory in Court 

The Missouri Supreme Court has given St. 
Louis a major victory in its fight against the 
parking blight. The court upheld legality of a 
$500,000 revenue bond issue for off-street park- 
ing facilities, and in doing so concluded that the 
city has full authority to operate parking lots or 
garages itself. 

In 1952 the Board of Aldermen approved the 
bond issue. Later, in the course of a test suit, 
a private parking lot operator contended that 
the city should -have put the bonds up to the 
voters. He also argued that the city lacked power 
to manage parking facilities. 

The court overruled both contentions. It 
pointed out that parking bonds were to be paid 
off from parking revenue, not from taxes, and 
therefore no election was required. Moreover, 
to pay off the .bonds, the court held, the city 
necessarily had‘to be able to operate parking 
if it could not profitably lease out such facilities. 

This decision settles a question which had 
kept St. Louis ftom going ahead with new off- 
street parking facilities. The city has already 
begun a survey on engineering and financial 
sproblems involved. These studies should help to 
determine where to put the thousands of auto- 
mobiles that pour into the downtown area every 
day.

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Dean, Drummond and Dulles 

Roscoé. Drummond, whose dispatches to the 
strongly Ahem New York Herald 
Tribune $lso appear in the Post-Dispatch, re- 
ported a‘short time ago that Ambassador Arthur 
H. Dean was going to leave the government 
service. This report was strongly denied at the 
State Department. Yet Mr. Dean, who handled 
the plaguing Panmunjom negotiations for a 
Korean peace conference, did in fact very soon 
thereafter resign. 

Now Mr. Drummond reports that Ambassador 
Dean did not resign voluntarily. The correspond- 
ent says that although Mr. Dean has magnani- 
mously allowed it to appear that he resigned, 
the fact is “he was tossed off the rear of the 
sleigh to appease critics of the Administration.” 

If that is so—if Arthur H. Dean was sacrificed 
simply to appease the Welker-Knowland-Kohl- 
berg China lobby outfit—then this is an un- 
speakable yielding when resolute standing up 
was clearly indicated. 

The probability is that the White House will 
take no notice whatever of Mr. Drummond’s 
latest piece of news about the resignation of 
Ambassador Dean.

DALLAS. 

H, L. Hunt, the Texas oil colossus, 
doesn’t reject the tag of America’s 
“richest man.” He didn’t, at least, in 
talking to me. He merely laughed, men- 
tioned all the money he owed, and told 
me how the whole thing started. 

Hunt said that Life, in April of 1948, 
carried a picture of him (which had 
been snapped on the street without his 
knowing it) and a story, quoting its 
sister magazine Fortune, to the effect 
that he was “the richest single indi- 
vidual in the United States.” 

But though he doesn’t argue about 
the “richest man” title, Hunt does try 
to combat the idea 
that he is the angel 
and guiding spirit 
of Facts Forum. In 
our talk, he agreed 
that he had helped 
it financially but he 
insisted that it was 
started in 1951 “‘by 
a group of white- 
collar office work- 
ers, nonprofession- 
al young men and 
women,” 

He obviously 
does not want Facts 
Forum regarded as 
a one-man show— 
an H. L, Hunt enterprise. 

Yet his office is piled high with Facts 
Forum literature, which he showed me, 
and I found that back in 1950 he was 
calling for the formation of an Educa- 
tional Facts League.

A League of ‘Constructives’ 


“The Facts League,” he wrote in a 
pamphlet, “must maintain and prove 
that the public is entitled to the facts 
on both sides of all issues and cannot 
be pacified with the... kind of news 
which left-wing workers are willing to 
let them have.” 

He suggested that the people who 
would form the Facts League might 
call themselves ‘“Constructives.” He 
said that the word “conservative” had 
been none too popular since 1929, when 
the stock market crash wiped out those 
trying to get “something for nothing.”

Then 
he took what amounted to an eighth- 
grade examination and got a diploma. 

Thereafter, he began to wander and 
to get a very practical education as a 
ranch hand in California, the Dakotas 
and Canada, and as a lumberjack in 
Arizona. | 

In 1921 he drilled his first well on 
a small proven lease near El Dorado, 
Ark. He just about broke even on the 
venture, but he had picked up the oil 
fever. Once H.L. got started in oil, he 
moved fast and far, eventually winning 
the title of “King of the Wildcatters.” 

As his oil wealth went up, so did his 
holdings in cattle land. If he is not the 
country’s greatest land-owner, he is 
certainly a contender for the title. In 
1937 he brought his family to Dallas to 
take over a 10-acre place with its big 
mansion modeled after Mount Vernon.

Between Book Ends 


The Case for Capitalism 


CAPITALISM AND THE HISTORIANS, edited with 
an introduction by F. A. Hayek. (the University 
of Chicago Press, 188 pgs., $3) 

The rise of the factory system and 
the growth of wealth are often regarded 
as having depressed the living standard 
of the working classes. For over a 
century, economic histerians have taught 
this idea and fostered a series of myths 
discrediting the term “capitalism.” 
From its beginning, however, modern 
industry backed by private capital has 
steadily improved 
general living con- 
ditions, although a 
few groups or in- 
dividuals may have 
suffered temporar- 
ily by the. system's 
rapid advance. 

This is the thesis 
Frederich Hayek 
gives in his intro- 
ductory essay to 
“Capitalism and 
the Historians’”’ and 
which his fellow 
experts develop 


F. A. Hayek quietly but force- 
fully from several 
viewpoints. He refutes as “folklore” 


certain notions (for instance, about the 
growth and effects of trade unions or 
capitalists in general causing war), add- 
ing that they were “launched from po- 
litical motives and then spread by peo- 
ple of good will into whose general be- 
liefs they fitted.” 

T. S. Ashton, a specialist {n early 
phases of the industrial revolution, fol- 
lows with an essay on the treatment of 
capitalism by historians, He pleads for 
a new view of capitalism, not as an im- 
personal force, but as one closely bound 
to “the spontaneous actions and choices 
of ordinary people.” 


Next, Louis Hacker of Columbia Uni- 
versity comments vigorouy on the 
anticapitalist bias of American his- 
torians. He believes that while such 
writers as Karl Marx and Werner Som- 
bart made outstanding contributions to 
economic history, théir philosophies 
were “errant and dangerous nonsense” 
leading inevitably to totalitarianism. He 
Strikes the keynote of his argument 
with his history of capitalism in epit- 
ome (“Sound monetary and credit pol- 
icy as a public function; risk-taking as 
a private one’’) and points out the enor- 
mous commercial failure, seldom re- 
corded by historians, in early American 
industries, After its foundation became 
secure in the 1850s, capitalism brought 
a great climb of real wages. Marx and 
Engels did not foresee this, and Hacker 
doubts that their most influential works 
would ever have been written if they 
had waited another decade. 


The book reaches a high point with 
Bertrand de Jouvenel’s brilliant discus- 
sion of “The Treatment of Capitalism 
by Continental Intellectuals.” Jouvenel 


opens a great realm of inquiry by not- 


ing that capitalism is more pr 
worthy now than in days chan was 
far less bitterly denounced. The place 
of the new vast intellectual class, he 
writes, may ultimately prove a greater 
problem to our century than the wage- 
earners place in society. Finally, both 
Ashton and W, H. Hutt bring out a con- 
vincing array of facts and figures to 
support the claims for industry.

This system of checks and 
balances is there as the final 
resort when pleading and per- 
suasion fails, as so often in hu- 
man affairs they do fail. The

It is the President’s right and 
it is his duty to check the in- 
vasion of the executive branch 
of the Government by the Mc- 
Carthy Committee.

EXPLORERS OPEN

CORRIDOR BLOCKED 


SAKKARA, Egypt, March 9 
{(AP)—-The entrance of a newly 
discovered step pyramid at Sak- 
kara, nMear the famous pyramid 
of Zoser, was opened today, but 
excavators found: a 60-yard cor- 
ridor leading to the funeral 
chambers blocked about halfway.

RANK FRISCH, the old 

Fordham Flash, who man- 

aged one of the most col- 
orful baseball teams of all 
time, the Gashouse Gang 

Cardinals of the middle Thir- 
ties, was a visitor at Al Lang 
Field the other day. Frankie | 
sat in the stands for a time, 
but finally somebody spied 
him and escorted him to the 
dugout. 

“I guess I’m silly,” Frank 
said, “but it seems to me that 
this gang is half-dead. No 
life, I was sitting over there 
watching a pepper game and 
nobody was saying a word. 
They weren't having any fun. 
Now you take that old gang 
of 1934—Martin and Collins 
and Rothrock, Durocher and 
Medwick — they had a lot of 
fun out of baseball. Always 
chattering and raising a rum- 
pus. I believe they worked 
harder then.” 

Frank was reminded that a 
fairly good job was being 
done. The athletes were 
rounding into condition satis- 
factorily. 

“Yes, I guess I just miss 
the trimmings,” Frank con- 
tinued, “But,I do think the 
old methods of getting ready 
for a season were better. We 
got ready to play baseball by 
playing baseball. We'd get 
our team set aS soon as pos- 
sible and then everybody 
would play nine innings. By 
the time the season started we 
were all ready. Nobody got 
tired. 

“Look at a squad now. Look 
at this squad. There are too 
many ball players here. Too 
many ball players you know 
darn well won’t be here in 
June or even May. What are 
they here for? Back in the 
old days a lot of these guys 
couldn’t get into the park.” 


Baseball Is Kinder 
To Youngsters Now. 


HAT is one thing that

“That’s why our spring prac- 
tice, beginning in a couple of 
weeks, should be one of the 
most interesting we have had,” 
said the coach whose Billikens 
have closed a relatively luster- 
less 14-12 campaign. 

The four top scorers on the 
Billikens, plus two sophomores 
who have had opportunity for 
seasoning, comprise the founda- 
tion unit for next year’s team. 

But, although each of those 
players individually has certain 
merits, together they don’t offer 
enough promise of obtaining 
better results than the 1953-54 
team. The present team had its 
troubles even when at full 
strength. 

Height Needed at Pivot. 

“If the schedule for next year 
shapes up as tough as it has 
been, we easily could encounter 
results no better than during 
the past season unless we solve 
pivot and back line problems,” 
Hickey said. 

The four top scorers due to 
return are Dick Boushka, whose 
386 points gave him a school- 
record 21.4 average; Jerry Koch, 
record-breaking rebounder who 
averaged 10.9 points; Bob Dubi- 
nick, who averaged 11.2 as a 
back line player, and the 6-foot- 
4 pivot man, Sophomore Jim 
McLaughlin, second in scoring 
with a 12-point average. Sea- 
soned sophs include Les Hohl 
and Grady Smith, but though 
seasoned they are not proven. 

McLaughlin’s lack of height 
at the pivot needed no more em- 
phasis than it got at Stillwater 
when he opposed the 6-foot-11 
Bob Mattick. Jim’s performance 
as a sophomore was laudable, 
but he still may turn out to be 
a better forward. 

As for the other regulars, each 
man had strong points but the 
fact remained that the team’s 
operation frequently was spotty 
in effectiveness. In that respect 
Hickey may have a real rebuild- 
ing problem. 

Back Line Weakest Link. 

From the freshman team will 
come some height, but the ques- 
tion, as always, is whether it 
will come fast enough, or at all. 
Top freshman scorers were Joe 
Uelk, a rugged 6-6, Joe Todd, 
an exceptionally tall back line 
player at 6-4, and Brooklyn-bred 
Al Serkin, a 6-8 pivot. 

“Our height problem will. be. 
less severe if the development 
of the freshman players can be 
stepped up,” Hickey said. “At 
the moment Uelk is more pol- 
ished and advanced for pivot 
play although he has worked 
mostly as a forward. 

“But while the absence of 
height at center has been a 
terrific handicap since the days 
of Ed Macauley and Bob Koch, 
it has been a small problem 
comparéd to that of getting good 
backline play thiS year. We 
never. overcame that problem.” 

The most gleaming back line 
prospect is Todd, whose scoring 
ability, height and drive, the 
coach said, make him one of the 
Bills’ best prospects in years.

up some interesting fig- 
ures on “mosts” for 1953 in 
boxing. And among them 
Tommy Hatcher, a_ welter- 
weight of Miami, Fla., holds 
the honor (?) of having been 
knocked out the most times, 
nine in 14 bouts. He won two 
decisions, boxed a draw and 
lost two verdicts. 

Hatcher has been boxing 
two years and in that time has 
had 18 bouts of record. He 
has been knocked out 12 
times, won two decisions, 
scored two knockouts, lost 
the two decisions and boxed 
a draw. 

Then thére is Al Horton of 
Louisville, Ky., who was 
kayoed six times in ten fights, 
lost two decisions and won 
two. And Tony Castillo, San 
Antonio, kayoed six times and 
won two decisions in eight 
outings. 

You might wonder how 
boxers with records of this 
kind are .able to get work. 
And ~ practically everybody 
else might wonder the same 


thing. 
There are some pretty 
good fighters with poor 


records, at that. One of them 
is Danny Womber of Chicago 
who lost more main events in 
1953 than any other scrapper. 
In fact, he lost nine times 
while winning twice. And he 
boxed a draw. 

But one of the men he de- 
feated was welterweight 
champion of the world, Kid 
Gavilan over whom he won 
a 10-round decision. His other 
victory was over Wilbur Wil- 
son in 10 rounds at Boston.

Speaks Up 
Some Books of Devotion 
By Adele Starbird 


O many people have asked for a list of devotional books 
that I have attempted to list a few. 
Nothing takes the place of the Bible. If you have 
never read the Bible before, you might start with the 
‘ Revised Standard Version, 
Thomas Nelson & Sons, 
New York, 1952. Old ha- 
bitual Bible readers are 
loath to give up the tra- 
ditignal King James ver~- 
sion, for its language, 
though archaic, is magnif- 
icent; it is also familiar 
and evocative. Such read- 
ers keep the Revised 
Standard for reference 
and comparison. 

In addition to the Bible, 
it is helpful to have a book 
of meditations or short 
passages suitable for daily 
readings. For this pur- 
pose “The Imitation of 
Christ” has for some 500 
years been the great clas- 
sic.. There is nothing bet- 
ter. The objection has 
been made that since it 
was written by a monk for monks, it is not applicable to 
modern society. I do not agree. There is very little that 
is not as valid today in St. Louis as it was in Germany five 
centuries ago. 

There are many good editions. I like the one edited 
by Edward J. Klein, Harper and Brothers, New York, 1941,

FENELON WAS A great scholar and courtier of sev- 
enteenth century France. He was also an archbishop and 
the tutor of a royal prince. His piety, his subtlety, the 
penetration of his psychological analysis combine to make 
his writings fascinating as well as helpful. His “Christian 
Perfection,” brought out in 1947 by Harper and Brothers, 
will enrich any mind. 

Somewhat earlier than Fenelon, Francis de Sales, 
the Bishop of Geneva, was writing his “Introduction to the 
Devout Life,” with the avowed purpose of instructing those 
who live in the press of worldly occupations. “The con- 
stant soul can live in the world. It is true that this is not 
an easy task and for this reason I should like many to 
undertake it with more zeal than has been shown up to 
the present.” 

This book, which Douglas Steere considers one of the 
very best for a beginner in the religious life, has been pub- 
lished by Benziger ase one of the Orchard Books.

COMING DOWN to the contemporary, we have “Pray- 
ers and Meditations,” edited by Gerald Heard, published by 
Harper and Brothers, 1949. It is full of meaning. 

Many people are devoted to “Abundant Living,” by E. 
Stanley Jones. I have never used it myself, but I know that 
there is good material in it. 


“Prayer for All Times,” by Pierre Charles, S. J., put 
out by the Newman Press, is a translation from the French.

MOSCOW. 

HE de-mousing woman is a 

familiar sight to westerners 

in Moscow. She's one of a 
corps—including the de-fleaing 
woman and the de-lousing wom- 
an—who are provided, at a fee, 
by Burobin, the official Soviet 
agency which handles the house- 
hold problems of foreign resi- 
dents. 


Most embassies or apartments 
at one stage or another are 
inundated by mice. You phone 
Burobin, and the de-mousing 
woman comes around. She 
wears a white smock, like a lab 
technician, and plants a dozen 
traps. At the end of the week 
she returns, tosses the casual- 
ties into a sack over her shoul- 
der and takes her leave. 


All this is quite routine until 
an ignorant westerner, who 
doesn’t know the customs, shows 
up. One newly arrived diplo- 
mat, for instance, did what 
most red-blooded men at home 
do. When he awoke in the 
morning he took it upon him- 
self to discard the night's catch. 

The de-mousing woman re- 
turned on schedule, sack over 
her shoulder. She looked at the 
array of empty traps, and sadly 
said, “Didn't we catch any?” , 

“Of course,” said the diplo- 
mat. “A.dozen of them.” 

“Ahd what happened to the 
bodies?” 

“Why,” said the diplomat, “I 
threw them out.” 


“Threw them out?” echoed 
the horrified woman. “Don’t 
ever do that again! I have my 


week’s quota to meet.” 

The occasional touch of humor 
or pathos, however, hardly 
makes up for the life of frustra- 
tion which most westerners 
lead. If you want a -eaky faucet 
repaired you can't call a plumb- 
er directly. You call Burobin, 
and maybe in a few days a 
plumber drops by. If he hasn't 
the right-sized washer you sim- 
ply wait, week after week, until 
he finds one. Leaky faucets 
seem to be a symbol, or maybe 
a secret weapon, in Russia; they 
play havoc with nerves. The 
wife of one diplomat confessed 
to me that she thinks she's go- 
ing mad. All day long she 
hears dripping taps in her apart- 
ment. 

As deadening as they are, the 
petty irritations are only symp- 
tomatic of a much broader pic- 
ture. Moscow has a population of 
more than 6,000,000, but the 
western diplomats, who number 
300, live in their own tight little 
community. Except for superfi- 
cial contact with the natives, and 
the odd night at the ballet, their 
entire social life revolves around 
one another. The official Soviet 
attitude forces them to exist in 
a vacuum. 

The Canadians number 13, in- 
cluding wives. They have com- 
bined working and living quar- 
ters at the embassy, a large, 
rambling building that: in 
Czarist days was the home of a 
sugar merchant. Apartments are 
well furnished and comfortable, 
despite the usual inconveniences 
found in Russian dwellings—for 
instance, a kitchen sink with one 
(cold water) faucet. Bath water 
must first be heated in the bath- 
room wood burner. Each time a 
wall cracks, as it does often, or

a pipe bursts, Burobin must be 
called in. Whenever I drop 
the embagsy I find a fresh batc 
of Russian workmen busy on a 


The Americans, (more than 
100 of them) form the largest 
single diplomatic group. If ever 
I write a song I'll call it Bingo 
in Moscow. The title is inspired 
by an evening I spent at Amer- 
ican House. The irony doesn’t 
sink in unless you consider that 
American House is the closest 
thing to the United States trans- 
planted in the U.S.S.R. It stands 
a block away from the inscruta- 
ble group of buildings known as 
the Kremlin. Once inside, you 
might be anywhere in Idaho or 
Massachusetts. The main part of 
the House is the residence of 
embassy bachelors who got to- 
gether and fitted out a recrea- 
tion hall that is open to all west- 
erners—an oblong room with a 
horse-shoe bar at one end and a 
movie screen and mustard cur- 
tains at the other. 

The walls are of a somewhat 
garish pink and blue, but they're 
magnificent, when you realize 
that clerks and secretaries paint- 
ed them with their own hands. 
Every night there’s spme sort 
of program — either a motion 
picture, a dance, or bingo. I 
played bingo along with 60 rep- 
resentatives of the colony, in- 
cluding Italians, Greeks and 
Pakistanis. A good-natured cheer 
went up every time the master 
of ceremonies announced the 
winner over the loud speaker. 

Stenos with an evening to kill 
drop by, and sometimes even an 
ambassador pops in for a touch 
of home-grown Americana. I 
don’t know who dreamed up 
this oasis of American House, 
but I'm sure that it’s done the 
job of a gross of psychiatrists. 

Nevertheless, a dozen west- 
erners, who couldn't master 
their hemmed-in feeling, cracked 
up last year and had to be sent 
home. Part of the sense of de- 
pression comes from Moscow's 
dreary, sunless winter, part from 
the knowledge that this is a po- 
lice state and foreigners are re- 
garded with grave suspicion. 
One man suffered a nervous 
breakdown because he beileved, 
literally, that even the dogs were 
following him. ‘ 

Actually, since Stalin’s death 
and the more moderate approach 
of the present regime, the shad- 
owing of westerners has eased. 
Until last October, British Am- 
bassador Sir William Hayter 
and United States Ambassador 
Charles E. Bohlen had a con- 
stant escort of four M.V.D. plain- 
clothesmen. (“For your own pro- 
tection,” the authorities said.) If 
they went to the Bolshoi Thea- 
ter the squat M.V.D. men sat in 
the row behind them; if they 
went to a diplomatic reception 
the M.V.D. men waited in the 
vestibule.

ODAY, Bohlen and Hayter 

moved about without their 

chaperones and, so far as I 
can determine, the only western- 
ers who are followed are the 
military attaches. However, a 
couple of uniformed militiamen 
still stand outside every embas- 
sy, presumably reporting on the 
comings and goings of every oc- 
cupant. It’s taken for granted 
that phone calls are monitored, 
and that microphones can pick 
up normal conversations. ( 
year, in a spot check, a few of 
the embassies found 
phones secreted in their chan- 
celleries.) I’ve been present at 
gatherings where the talk has 
become confidential. Auto- 
matically, someone has reached 
over and turned on a record 
player .to full volume. The

Westerners have found relief 
in a sense of humor. One of the 
pular ballets here is called 
ed Poppy.

One night 
a British naval attache decided 
to attend the ballet. He went in 
full naval dress, complete with 
medals, and sat with quiet 
amusement while Russians

OR more relaxed atmosphere 
F the western embassies offer a 

round of activity that never 
ceases. Every night you're in- 
vited to at least one or two 
cocktail parties or a black-tie 
dinner party. Often the invita- 
tions extend to all members of 
a mission — from ambassador 
down to filing clerk. Since 
everyone is in the same frus- 
trating camp there’s little of the 
social distinction you'd find in 
such free capitals as London or 
Washington. The average per- 
son feels duty bound to go to at 
least four functions a week, At 
first it’s fun; then it becomes a 
monotonous chore, with the 
same people saying the same 
things all over again. 

As tough as life is for the 
men, they at least have work to 
keep them busy. Wives are harder 
hit; they’re even denied the nor- 
may diversion of shopping. Mos- 
cow stores offer only fantasti- 
cally expensive and shoddy mer- 
chandise. Marketing, too, is 
limited. The only items house- 
wives buy here are meats, eggs, 
fresh vegetables and milk (which 
is unpasteurized and must be 
boiled). But, since no vegetables 
are available in the winter, the 
women stock up on quantities of 
cabbages and carrots, store them 
in bins and dig them out when 
required. 


Otherwise, all groceries, 
canned goods, cigarettes and 
other supplies are brought in 
from the outside world. Most 
wives deal with a firm in Co- 
penhagen which ships in bulk 
at relatively low prices. 

Like isolated residents in re- 
mote Arctic hamlets, the west- 
erners place their orders by 
mail on an average of three 
times a year. Winter supplies 
are planned before the cold sets 
in, since they're trans-shipped 
from the port of Leningrad to 
Moscow in open freight cars. 
Late-arriving corn flakes freeze 
into a block and bottled liquor 
explodes. The Canadian em- 
incidentally, 


tion to the three cars needed 
to serve the staff. It’s cheaper 
to operate the truck than pay 
local charges for picking up 
shipments at the railway station. 
The cars, by law, are driven by 
Russian chauffeurs. 

How do the women take to 
the inconveniences of Russian 
domesticity? From what I’ve 
heard, North Americans, who 
are used to high mechanical 
standards, don’t adapt them- 
selves as readily as Europeans 
or Asians. 

“I break open a dozen eggs,” 
says one European, “and I find 
six bad. So what do I do? I 
just throw them out. What does 
the American girl do? She goes 
into hysterics. You see a cock- 
roach in the biscuit tin; you

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—“ throw out the top layer 
of biscuits. Tomorrow you see 
another cockroach, so you throw 
away the second layer. You 
must have the spirit of ‘ma- 
nana,’ it’s not the eng of the 
world.” 


Nervous, high-strung women 
who blow off steam remain 
healthier and last longer in Mos- 
cow than the quiet, placid ones 
who brood and keep their irri- 
tations bottled inside. But the 
greatest salvation for all types 
is the trip out which everyone 
makes at least twice a year. The 
women have an expression. If 
they pass a shop window and 
see a typically nondescript hat 
and say, “You know, that’s real- 
ly not a bad hat,” they know it’s 
time to get out. Then they say, 
“I’m going to have a facial.” 
That’s the light-hearted signal 
that they’re on their way to Ber- 


lin or Stockholm for a couple 


of weeks of shopping and diver- 
sion. When they leave they’re 
loaded down with jobs to do for 
fellow westerners—a pair of 
eyeglasses to be repaired, a suit 
to be cleaned. There’s no dry 
cleaning in Moscow, and more 
than one hostess has had an 
elaborate gown ruined by her 
well-meaning Russian maid 
dumping it in a tub of boiling 
water. 

Strangely enough, many west- 
erners, once they are used to it. 
get a kind of kick out of their 
life in Moscow. Some even 
sign up for a longer stay when 
their two-year posting has end- 
ed. For one thing, there’s a 
sense of exhilaration in being 
present during one of Russia's 
most historic periods of transi- 
tion. For another, there’s a 
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sense of camaraderie that iso- 
lation seems to accentuate. You 
rarely hear the type of petty 
gossip that you might expect in 
a community of 300. Instead. 
you come away with the feeling 
that this is an intensely loyal 
group who stand by one another. 
if only from a need of self-pro- 
tection. 

Each family has a maid, hired, 
of course, through Burobin, at 
from 1000 to 1200 rubles a 
month ($250 to $300). But it’s 
not the initial cost that counts 
so much as the upkeep. Russian 
maids work a strict eight hours 
a day, and in order to keep them 
(they can switch jobs if they 
wish), westerners must pamper 
them with such gifts as nylon 


stockings, overcoats or wrist 
watches, 
Westerners also know that 


maids report on their activities, 
but this is the least of their 
worries. “I always said that 
Burobin gave us maids who were

ARENT-CHILD relationships are two-way. Regardless 
P of your best resolves and intentions, many of you dis- 

cover that you are not treating some of your children, 
some of the time, in a manner which you yourselves con- 
sider attractive or admirable. 

This, in our opinion, is not necessarily just because you 
are not a good parent. It may be simply that your child, 
either because of his basic personality or because of the 
age at which he finds himself, is doing things which in- 
evitably (though unfortunately) call forth less than ideal 
behavior on your part. 


. 

TAKE THE PRE-SCHOOLER. There Is a certain group 
of rough, tough, active, never-tired (except at bedtime) boys, 
of mesomorphic physique, whom we describe as definitely 
“lowering” the adult’s behavior. 

At school they dash around, constantly getting into 
trouble. They hurt the other children. They grab and break 
toys and equipment. They resist routines. And they never 
slow down or quiet down. These are the children who can 
“lower” a perfectly good teacher’s behavior so that she may 
find herself shaking them and shouting, “You keep quiet!” 

This is the teacher! Mother’s behavior goes down even 
lower, because she is with them longer. She finds herslf 
scolding, yelling, spanking—and even on occasion bursting 
into tears.

WHEN YOU FIND YOURSELF reacting like this (and 
any 24-year-old, regardless of his basic and underlying per- 
sonality traits, is likely to make you react this way), it’s 
time to do something. 

Preferably at this point do a little pre-planning so that 
these situations which lower your self-control to the break- 
ing point will not occur. 

Recognize these children for what they are—human 
dynamos who have not yet developed the inhibition to make 
them good household (or schoolroom) companions. 

Accept the fact that one mother is ill-equipped to deal 
successfully with one of these children throughout his wak- 
ing hours. 

Plan for competent help in dealing with him (grand- 
mother, maid, baby-sitter)}—someone who can “spell you” 
and give you the breathing space you need. 

Plan, if you can, for lots of outdoor equipment which 
will give him a chance to work off some of his energy in 
active physical exercise. 

Do not provide him with too many breakable, valuable 
playthings. Give him things which either are extremely 
sturdy or extremely expendable. 

And if worse comes to worst and you do yell and spank, 
realize that the child who elicits this type of behavior 
usually is the type who is able to stand it. All is not lost!

Who is this paragon of 
American manhood, this middle- 
century Valentino who makes 
Mom and Granny act like school- 
girls? 

He is Liberace, the contro- 
versial “Candelabra Casanova of 
the Keyboard,” the musician- 
actor who makes money out of 
Momism. This 33-year-old, care- 
fully-pompadoured pianist whose 
television shows, concerts and 
records will probably give him 
a gross income of $1,000,000 this 
year—stands today as the enigma 
of music. 

While critics write reviews re- 
jecting his music and deploring 
his “ham” presentation—criti- 
cisms that brings mailbags of 
angry, protesting letters—more 
and more television stations 
book his weekly show. 

Right now it’s the craze of 
radio and television comics to 
parody Liberace — pronounced 
“Liber-AH-chee” — and his 
many, carefully-developed trade- 
marks. But the “Candelabra 
Casanova,” fingering through 
his bankbook and pointing to 
6000 to 10,000 fan letters re- 
ceived every week, accepts the 
jibes as ‘“‘very complimentary.” 

The Liberace mannerisms and 
habits, seen by audiences of 
35,000,000 on his TV shows 
beamed weekly by 177 stations 
throughout the nation, Canada, 
Alaska and Hawaii, already are 
legendary. 

His perennial candelabra 
perched on the piano, on 
which he plays everything 
from Chopin and Bach to 
New Orleans jazz and boogie- 
woogie. ... 

The Liberace chatter that 
accompanies his music, pay- 
ing tribute to “My Mom” in 
that confiding, softly modu- 
lated voice... . 

Always the toothy smile as 
dramatic lighting effects and 
dim-outs accentuate his per- 
sonal charm.

HESE Liberacian bits are 
T known to the nation. But 
what is the inside story of 
this rosy-cheeked gift to granny 
who, some critics say, murders 
music—and makes a fortune? 

Does he want marriage and a 
family? What does television's 
first real matinee idol think 
about himself? 

Liberace — known to friends 
and business associates as Lee— 
says the “jealousy of women” 
explains his bachelorhood. 

“I've been engaged three 
times in the past eight years and 
jealousy—resentment over my 
women fans—ruined each of 
them,” he said. “None of my 
fiancees could understand or ac- 
cept the adulation of my fans, 
an understanding that is so im- 
portant in a complex career like 
mine.” 

He admitted one of his fian- 
cees was a prominent Hollywood 
society woman, but declined to 
identify any of his former sweet- 
hearts. 

“Two of them are now mar- 
ried and I don’t want to embar- 
rass anyone,” he said. 

Pannings by critics fail to 
frighten or discourage him. 
While the writers deplore his 
bouncing position at the piano, 
the use of the ornate candelabra 
and the milky voice he lifts in 
song, Liberace shrugs: 

“My fans like it that way. 
They want me exciting 
glamorous—the white tie and 
tails routine. They don't want 
the next 


are many. One of Liberace’s 
Hollywood associates explaigs 
it in these words: “His boyish 
charm and _ soft-spoken ap- 
proach make women in their 40s 
and 50s want to protect him 
from a nasty outside world. 
They place him on a pedestal 
and nobody—not even their own 
husbands—can shake their illu- 
sions about Liberace. These 
women gather in little groups 
and sit in sheer ecstacy before 
their television sets as they 
watch their idol perform. 

“They greet him at airports 
en masse. Most of them main- 
tain a ‘do-not-touch’ policy, as 
though they were gazing upon 
deity. They just stand and 
gape.” 

From these fans Liberace re- 
ceived 27,000 cagds and letters 
on St. Valentine’s day.

OBODY is more conscious of 
N inese sentiments than 

Liberace himself. And he 
loves every bit of it. Pleasure 
dances in his eyes as his fans 
scramble on to the stage after 
concerts, begging for autographs 
or just one kiss—which he du- 
tiful plants on their cheeks. 


The sentiments of Mom and 
Granny fail to find an echo 
among most bobby-soxers. The 
younger set finds him “silly and 
affected.” 

Of frequently expressed views 
that Liberace is mechanical in 
his playing, that he can’t rank 
with the great concert pianists, 
that he hits “klinkers’” during 
his intricate concert pieces, a 
friend replied: 

“He realizes all this. His 
weaknesses can be attributed to 
the fact that time doesn’t allow 
him a chance to really practice. 
“Down deep, Liberace really 
doesn’t want to be considered a 
precision artist. It’s his job to 
entertain. His singing is pleas- 
ing and he never fails to do a 
couple of vocal numbers in every 
concert.” 

This latter observation on the 
Liberace voice runs into sharp 
opposition. One of his more 
moderate critics. wailed: “I can 
take the piano playing, but why, 
oh why, must he sing?” 

Without question the closest 
person in his life is his mother. 


“She had coached and advised 
the guy all of his life and he 
couldn’t do without her,” de- 
clared Sam Lutz, whose Holly- 
wood office, managing Liberace, 
employs four girls just to handle 
his fan mail. 

Once, recognizing complaints 
that Liberace talked too much 
about his mother on his TV 
shows, Lutz mentioned it to 
Liberace and got this reply: 


“When I have to stop talking 
about my mother I'll get out of 
the business.” 


Liberace, who will appear at 
Kiel Auditorium in St. Louis on 
Sunday, March 21, in a concert 
with the St. Louis Symphony, 
also relies heavily on his older, 
violin-playing brother, George, 
The entire family—Liberace, his 
mother, George and the young- 
est brother, Rudy, 23—live to- 
gether in Liberace’s fabulous 


new $100,000 home at Valley 
Vista and Sherman Oaks ave- 
nue, in the San Fernando Valley. 

It’s impossible to miss the 
place. Liberace’s signature is 
everywhere—on the mail box, in 
perforations made in large brass 
plates on each side of the front 
door, on the door mat. 


The swimming pool is shaped 
like a piano. Large black-and- 
white keys —88 of them — are 
painted at one end of the pool, 
giving the illusion of a huge, 
liquid piano. Liberace admits 
the mansion is “part of me, like 
my music.” 


Nearly everything in the place 
is black and white or shades 
thereof. As you walk into the 
black and white living room the 
first sight is the immense piano, 
the longest ever made. Glancing 
about you see a large, glass- 
topped planter in the shape of 
a piano. On shelves about the 
fireplace are thousands of mini- 
ature pianos collected from all 
over the world. 


Liberace remembers his child- 
hood in Milwaukee. He began 
taking piano lessons at the age 
of 3. He remembers how his 
dad, Sam Liberace, withheld his 
lessons and his practice when 
Wladziu Valentino Liberace—his 
real name—was a bad boy. 


“Unless you help your mother 
in the kitchen you can't practice 
al father Liberace told the 


And he remembers other 
things. Endless sessions with 
private tutors while other school 
boys played football; his piano 
debut with the Chicago Sym- 
phony Orchestra at the age of 
16. Then “the road,” preparing 
his own food to cut down on ex- 
penses.

ILLED as Walter Liberace, he 
Bpiayea in hotels and supper 

clubs from coast to coast. 
Even then, back in the late '30s, 
he planned a more luvrative and 
glamorous career. Joined by 
brother George, he began mak- 
ing concrete plans. They start- 
ed a mailing list, informing his 
followers where they could ex- 
pect to see him. But years went 
by before the Liberace hopes 
materialized into glittering ac- 
tuality. 

In the early months of 1951, 
with George he walked into the 
offices of Gabbe, Lutz & Heller 
—a firm that already had zoomed 
Frankie Laine to fame. Famil- 
iar with the piano-antics of Lib- 
erace and realizing his possibil- 
ities, Sam Lutz and Seymore 
Heller signed him. Their first 
booking placed Liberace at Ci- 
ro’s on the Sunset Strip. 

Ciro’s management thought 
Liberace was terrific—but they 
drew the line on one point. 


“The guy would play forever 
if you'd let him,” complained 
Herman Hover, the owner. “He 
felt he owed his audience his all 
and he'd stay on as long as peo- 
ple applauded — sometimes for 
longer than an hour. You can’t 
sell food or liquor while the 
show is on—so we had to limit 
him to 30 minutes.” 

Right after the Ciro engage- 
ment things started popping.

Don Fedderson, general manag- 
er of a Los Angeles television 
station, signed Liberace to a TV 
contract beginning in January 


The first show went on with- 
out sponsorship and with little 
rehearsal time. But before it 
was over the station switch- 
board lit up like Hollywood 
boulevard at Christmas time. 
Four weeks later Liberace’s 
sponsor was the Citizens Na- 
tional Bank — an _ institution 
promptly deluged with new ac- 
counts started by people “just 
because we like Liberace.” One 
elderly woman with $100,000 in 
the old kick switched to Citizens 
“because any bank that puts 
Liberace in my home is a friend 
of mine.” 


Liberace began making his- 
tory in other ways. In his first 
Los Angeles concert—in April 
of 1952—he netted $4400 at the 
Philharmonic Auditorium. That 
same summer he appeared in 
concert at Hollywood Bowl, net-

ting $5000 for the single appear- 
ance. In Long Beach he drew 
crowds that paid him $7500. 

He has no fear of being seen 
too often on television—while 
veterans like Bing Crosby and 
Bob Hope shudder at the 
thought of a weekly show. He 
likes, rather than loathes, being 
satirized by comedians in the 
Candelabra-kidding style that 
Jack Benny recently used. 

Perhaps in the summing up of 
this strange man, Red Doff, his 
former press agent, best ex- 
plains it: 

“He set a goal, whether he 
believes it or not, to get to the 
top and there's no stopping him. 
He works hard, doesn't take 
anything for granted and he 
wants value received when he 
pays out hard, cold dough. 

“If he knows you want some- 
thing from him, he knows the 
right time to give it. He's warm 
. and he’s calculating like a 
fox.”

but there can be no doubt about 
the proper line of play.

The final contract was super- 
sound, but South nevertheless 
had to stretch his bidding to 
reach it—he could not know 
from North's responses that he 
would find precisely the right 
dummy, 


West made his natural lead, 
the king of hearts, and South 
was delighted with the cards 
North spread. He took the first 
trick and—even as you and I— 
laid down the ace of trumps. 
When East showed out, however, 
there was food for thought, be- 
cause now the simple plan of 
drawing the adverse trumps and 
throwing a heart from dummy 
on the fourth diamond was very 
unattractive—West would have 
to have four diamonds. 


Looking for a more propitious 
line, South led to the club ace, 
ruffed a low club, then returned 
to the board in trumps to ruff 
another club—hoping to drop 
the king. No luck, however, and 
now the contract was doomed. 


Now observe how the careful 
declarer approaches this hand. 
He thinks about the possibility 
of a 4-0 trump break, and acts 
accordingly. 


At Trick 2, this declarer leads 
to the club ace—an infinitesimal 
risk—and ruffs a club with a 
high trump. He then leads a 
low trump to the jack. Seeing 
the break, he ruffs another club 
high, leads his other low trump 
and takes the proved finesse 
against West's eight-spot, then 
ruffs the last club. Now he sim- 
ply returns to dummy in dia- 
monds and cashes the two high 
trumps, discarding the ten and 
jack of hearts.
